PETERSBURG, Va.. June 5.—With 


a bullet wound in his ribht temple 
and a pistol only a short distance 
away from his body, A. Lee Thaw, 
sixty years old. late of Richmond, an 
emplove of the Hopewell Branch of 
the Richmond Trust Company, was 
found dead shortly after 7:30 o'clock 
this morninv in the home of his son- 
in-law. J. C. Greene at City Point. Mr. 
Greene, who is a well known Hope- 
well jeweler, heard the shot that sent 
Mr. Thaw to his death about 7:30 
o'clock, but. thinking that it was 
merely the closing of a door, he paid 
little attention- to it. 
Ten minutes 


later he had occasion to go to the 
loom occupied by his father-in-law 
and found him dead. 
Coroner J. D Elder, of Hopewell.

death due to suicide 
TWO notes wer« 


found in the room. One stated that 
the pistol with which he ended his 
life is the property of the Hopewell 
Bank and asked that it be returned.

vious use of the bottle was in a home 
where there was a case of smallpox, 
or the bottle had doubled as a con- 
tainer for home brew. 
The Minnesota health depaartment 
investigated the milk bottle question. 
They had the usual information, as to 
the misappropriation and misuse of 
milk bottles 
Thes assumed that the 
milk bottle should always be cleaned 
before being reused, and that it was

"If at the time jou filed your re- 
urn, you paid only one-fourth of the 
.mount of tax reported, you must pay 
>n or before June 15 one half of the 
mount paid by you when you filed 
•our return. 
"The main point to be borne in 
mind is that one-half of the tax due 
rom you this year must have been 
:>aid on or before June loth. 
"The usual notices have been is- 
ued by the collector of Internal rev- 
:nue reminding income taxpayers that 
he second Installment of tax is due 
une 15. Of special Interest to tax- 
>a>ers is the provision carried In the 
lew revenue law to the effect that 
-he tax on Income received by in- 
dividuals during the calendar year 


923 will be reduced by 25 per cent.; 
ThJS means that every Individual who 
9 subject to income tai will be re- 
ieved of one-fourth of the tax Habll- 
ty which he reported on the return 
filed on or prior to March 15. or if 
the tax was paid in'full that he will 
recehe a refund of one-fourth of his 
pajment 
"Taxpayers who paid only one- 


fourth of their tax i» March how- 
ever, should not make the- mistake of 
thinking they may take credit for 
the full 25 per cent reduction at once 
and not pay anything when the sec- 
ond installment comes due. The new 
law provides that the 25 per cent re- 
duction shall be prorated over al! 
four installment* 
For instance if an 
individual reported a tax of 1100 on 
his return, he can consider that the 
new law has reduced his tax to $75 
If he paid $25. or one-fourth of the 
amount reported when he filed his 
return then he must pay $12-50 on 
or before June 15 This amount, to- 
gether with the $25 previously paid, 
will make up one-half of the $75 
A simple way for a taxpayer to ar- 
rive at the amount of his June pay- 
ment is to remember that if his 
March payment was one-fourth of the 
amount shewn on his return, his June 
payment will be just one-half of his 
March payment.

"A considerable number of taxpay- 
er* who are accuntomed to paying all

this year, unless additional tax is dis- 
closed when their returns are audited.

least 591 will be necessary. 
It is a 


familiar fact that if any number of 
qualified 
freehold (realty - owning) 


voters fall to vote on these bond pro- 
posals either pro or contra, such an 
attitude is as effective as an adverse 
vote as if the qualified 
freeholders 


marked his ballot "Ajrainst". 
Each 


bond issue proposal must receive a 
majority of two-thirds of the quali- 
fied voters participating in the elec- 
tion, which number shall also include 
a majority of all the qualified free- 
holders, whether they vote or not. 


The provision in the law giving the 


owners of real estate a larger influence 
in the determination of elections in- 
volving an authorization of the issue 
and s,ale of 
municipal securities or 


bonds is a survival of the theory that 
the realty owners have more at stake 
in 
bonding the 
municipality than 


have non-owners of real estate, since 
such bonds would be in the nature of 
a lien on the tangible or real prop- 
erty 
of the 
municipality and 
its 


citizens.

NEED THREE COUNOLMEN NO W 


The Goo Goo Club.sayg that it »Uads for food government. yot 


it comes out openly askinp the people to vote for three of the prei- 
ent Council with the following qualifications: First, the club it 
asking the voters to re-elect a man who is now- serving, although 
he is not qualified to hold such 4n office, for he is not a qulaified 
voter The law specifically requires a man to be a qualified voter to 
hold snch an office. 


Secondly, the club is supporting a man whose business partner, 


the records 'show, recently sold the city four mules for the sura of 
twelve hundred dollar*, allowing fifty dollars for an old mule. 
When the city auditor was asked yesterday morning who had re- 
cently sold the city teams- he readily replied that four mules had 
been purchased from a councilman (calling his name), and one from 
a private citizen. When the record was looked into it showed that 
the money had been paid to the business partner (not incorporated), 
of the said councilman- This may appear to some to be a way of 
beating the devil around the stump, but the law fully covers such 
cases. Thirdly, to re-elect a councilman who has been hauling for 
the city for which he has been receiving compensation according to 
the mity records. This is an absolute violation of the law. It may 
be noted here that one of the councilmen who is in the undertaking 
business does not render his services whenever the city would have 
to pay the burial expenses, for he knows that this would be an 
open violation of the-law. The Goo Goo club can at least boast of 
having one councilman, who does not ignore the most sacred law 
in regard to councilmen merely for the sake of a few dollars. The 
law referred to above, which is taken from the city ordinances, 
is as follows: 


Sec. 659.—No officer of the city or member of the Coun- 


cil shall directly or indirectly contract with the city or any 
of its boards or committees for furnishing it or any of its 
departments with labor, supplies, machinery, or other ar- 
ticles, or for doing any work for the city, nor shall he be 
interested in the profits of any such contracts. Any one 
violating this section shall be fined fifty dollars- and, in ad- 
dition, shall be/gtrilty of malfeasance in offictattdAubject to 
removal therefrom. 
The Goo Goo Club seems to think that a fire-cracker has gone 


off in someone's hand by referring to the city farm. Their claim 
is that the city has sold approximately thirty-four thousand dollars 
worth of stone from the investment of fifteen thousand. To ex 
plain the whole situation without going into details, we would just 
like for the club to answer the following: Was not the reason giv- 
en for closing the city quarry that it was costing more to get the 
stone out than it could be sold for? Also if the enormous amount 
claimed has been made, why is it that the quarry is not again 
opened when the city schools are in desperate need of money! The 
statement given out is very misleading, for it is trying to convej 
the impression that the city has received twice as much in profits 
as the farm cost. Not a word is said in regard to the profit made 
The quantity of stone sold gives no insight into the amount of prof 
its made, if there are any. It is interesting to note that the elec 
trie current furnished the city farm is half as much a» the allow 
ance made for prison labor in 1923. 


The council in their statement today claim that they accepted the 


free public library and the acceptance still stands on the records o 
the City Council and has never been revoked. This is merely trying 
to beat the devil around the stump as usual. After the contrac 
had been duly signed by the citv, with unanimous consent of th 
Council, and the* site had been staked off with the location known 
to the Council, yet within forty-eight hours before work was toj 
have commenced* the president of the Council instructed the archi- 
tect through the city engineer not to begin work. In turn the 
architect notified the contractor and the donor. Under feminine in- 
fluence a special meeting of the Council was called. A compromise 
resolution was offered and passed. The donor was present through 
counsel who stated that the donor was willing to carry out her 
part of the contract as originally agreed upon, but that she would 
not consent to any change in the site as agreed. A resolution ap* 
pointing a committee of three to work out a compromise was passed. 
This resolution also acknowledged that the council had duly enter- 
ed into a contract with the donor, and that the council was to make 
available a certain site. Whether the president of the Council had 
the authority or not to stop the fulfillment of the contract on the 
part of the donor, he was certainly backed up by the council by the 
passage of the resolution that was offered. By the actions of the 
Council the site was not made available., which without doubt has 
prevented. Danville having a free public library. Since then the 
donor has received no authority to go ahead with the project. Yet 
the Council denies preventing the city from having a free public 
library a? a gift from a public spirited citizen! 


Now M's get back to the fifty-seven acres purchased at Four 


Hundred and Fifty-eight dollars per acre and located over four 
miles from the city. There is no argument as to the fact that the 
city will make a profit on this transaction- for the city will merely 
subdivide this tract into small burial lotg and then sell it to the 
citizens at whatever profit it cares to make. No matter how little 
or how big the profits derived ^till be, the citizens who purchase 
burial sites will have to pay their proportional part of the twenty- 
five thousand dollars the City Council paid for this farm land. Of 
course, it might mean actual profits if a gold mine should be struck 
when they start digging the first srrave.
